Busha Association. Brother J. W. Lee made, his report 
on attendance with Southern Baptist Convention, also 
State Convention held at Hazlehurst.

The hour having arrived for the Associational Sermon, 
order of business was suspended and Brother H. L. John- 
son preached from 2nd Chap. Phil, 16 verse. After preach- 
ing the Association took a recess for one hour and thirty 
minutes for dinner.

REPORT ON EDUCATION. 

God is revealed to us in his Holy Word as a trinity : 
Father, Son and Holy Ghost. Man was made in the image 
and likeness of God. This image and likeness is chiefly in 
man's trinity, viz.: spirit, soul (or mind) and body. Man’s 
likeness to God was greatly spoiled by sin, though the 
image and likeness still exists imperfectly. 

Jesus the second Adam came to overcome the effect of 
the sin of the first Adam. While here he (Jesus) did three 
things, viz.: (a) preached, (b) taught, and (ec) healed. 
Matt 4:23.| Thus meeting the needs of the spirit, mind 
and body. He said those who believed in Him would do 
the work He did. Jno. 14:12. 

Since His work while present was the ministering to the 
spirit, mind and body, our work in His absence must be 
the same. 

This work is done by (a) preaching the Gospel, (b) 
training the mind, and (ec) healing the body. To do these 
efficiently there is need of training or education. 

_ This report has to do only with the training or educat- 

ing the mind. The reports on Missions and Hospitals will 
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deal with the other two. 

Baptists have not been a whit behind others in either 
the doctrine or practice of education. They have believed 
in it and out of their belief have come many institutions 
of learning im every part of the world where Baptists 
exist. 

Mississippi Baptists own and maintain three colleges, 
viz.: Mississippi College at Clinton for boys and young 
men oply; the Woman's College at Hattiesburg for girls 
and young ladies only ; Clark College at Newton for both 
sexes or coeducation. : 

Besides these, we have Blue Mountain College at Blue 
Mountain for young ladies. This college is not owned by 
the denomination like the three named above, yet in all 
intents and purposes it is a Baptist college, since its own- 
ers and teachers are Baptist educators of the highest order 
and type, and we commend it along with our own colleges. 

In these colleges the mind of the student is trained un- 
der Christian influence and in a Christian atmosphere. We 
as Baptists or Christian citizens do not claim that text- 
books can be taught better in these Christian colleges than 
in a State institution, but we do claim that a mind trained 
in a purely intellectual atmosphere can never be as poten- 
tial for good as that same mind will be if trained by Chris- 
tian men and women who feel it their duty to impress the 
mind of the student, spiritually and religiously as well as 
intellectually. 

Education increases one’s power for good or evil. The 
right kind of education is a great blessing. The wrong 
kind is a curse. 

The German people are not lacking in education. They 
lead the world in education, but it is education under the 
wrong kind of educators and to the wrong ideals. 

Their education is saturated with infidelity of the most 
insidious kind, both in religion and states craft; hence 
this eruel war with all its barbarous practices by the Ger- 
mans. 

It is the aim of Baptists to furnish such educational fa- 
cilities as will make the highest and best type of Christian 
men and women in every walk of life.

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IMPORTANT MESSAGE AND GREETING FROM THE 
EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE OF THE EDUCATION 
COMMISSION OF THE SOUTHERN 
BAPTIST CONVENTION. 

To the Oxford District Baptist Association : 

Dear Friends—We are instructed by our committee to 
write you as follows: 

The action of the Southern Baptist Convention and the 
W._ M. U. at the last session in Hot Springs, Arkansas, is 
generally believed to be epoeh-making in our Baptist Edu 
cational work. 

We have at last realized that we are face to face with 
the necessity of sending more of our children to high 
school. and to college, or fail to do our part in furnishing 
leaders’ in church and state. The convention endorsed a 
program calling for 35,000 students in our own ‘schools 
and $15,000,000 for proper equipment in the next five 
years. Only by co-operative effort can this be done. 

In addition to reaching our goal of 2) standard colleges 
in the South we must give larger attention to our junior 
colleges and preparatory schools. 

We have not furnished our quota of chaplains or Y. 
M. ©. A. workers yet; already there is an alarming scare 
ity of pastors. We sadly need more trained workers, both 
in the pulpit and in the pew. For these we cannot de 
pend on other than our Baptist schools. 

President Wilson, Secretary of War Baker, and United 
States Commissioner Claxton, who are in position to know 
the war needs, urge that our schools and colleges be kept’ 
open and operating at full capacity in order that we may 
avoid the mistake made by England and France. 

To the end that the home base may be strengthened and 
that righteousness and justice may be made first possible 
Zand then permanent in all the earth, your co-operation is 
desired to the extent of adopting the following as a part of 
your report on Christian Education. 

1. We approve of the Southern Baptist Convention Five- 
Year Educational Program. 

2. We pledge our ¢o operation and loyalty to the schools 
of our State Convention ; : 

3. We urge Baptist parents to send their children to 
school in larger numbers, that we may furnish the neces- 
sary trained leaders in all war work, if the war must go 
on, and leaders in peace, when the war shall end. 

4. We approve the plan of a debt-paying campaign in

REPORT ON MISSIONS. 


The report on missions’read at the last session of this 
body by Brother J. W. Lee is so comprehensive and sets 
forth in detail the different departments of the mission 
work, that your committee does not consider it necessary 
in this report to go into details, bry would respectfully 
refer you to that report, which may be found in the min- 
utes of the last session of this body. 

Baptists have come to understand as never before the 
magnitude of the task laid upon them to give the Gospel 
to all the world in the shortest possible time. To do this 

alls for the best there is in us, in the matter of effective 
organization, money, men and women. The task is laid 
upon us by our Lord in the words of the great commission, 

(ro Into all the world and preach the Gospel to every 
creature.” Will we assume the task? , 

One of the very apparent evidences that we are viewing 
this question more seriously than ever before is the fact 
that the Baptists of the South gave more money last year 


i the promotion of this work than ever before. However 
conditions were more f 


' favorable last year for large giving 
than ever before in the South, on account of unprecedented 
prosperity enjoyed by the people of the South. brought 
about by war conditions. Good crops and high prices 
placed us in favorable financial conditions for doing great 
things, and for the first time in several vears both the 


Foreign and Home Mission Boards reported no debt. Also 
our State Convention Board. 
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The outlook for this year does not seem so inviting, on 
account of shorter crops and the inereasing frequency of 
ealls for money for war purposes in the buying of Liberty 
Bonds, War Saving Stamps and giving to the Red Cross 
and Y. M.C. A. All these_are just a few weeks or months 
ahead of us again, which will eall for billions of dollars. 
Shall we be able to take care of all these and meet the 
large advance over last year, which is a 50 per cent. ad- 
vance ‘both for Foreign and Home Missions, making the 
amount to be raised for both two and a half million dol- 
lars? And in addition to this amount $40,480.00 has been 
fixed as the amount to be raised for all purposes in Mis- 
sissippi for work in our State. 

This is a matter for serious thought and earnest work 
on the part of every chureh and every member of every 
church, But in the midst of any anxiety we may have in 
regard to the final outcome of neeting this enlarged pro- 
yram, we have the consolation of knowing that through 
the army Red Cross and Y. M. C. A. work we are doing 
the finest and most far-reaching missionary work that 
we have ever done. The Home Mission Board and our 
State Mission Board are doing work among the soldiers 
in the camps here in addition to what the above organiza- 
tions are doing. 

The better we support every kind of war work in order 
to bring the earliest possible victory for human freedom, 
the sooner will the opportunity. come for an expansion of 
mission work among the nations of the earth. ‘At present 
the war presents many obstacles to our general missionary 
work, including the three departments of our mission 
gvork, namely, Home, Foreign and State Missions. 

* We have never before had such opportunity for a dis- 
play of Christian patriotism as at present. ‘*Render unto 
Caesar things that are Caesar's, and unto God the things 
that are God’s,”’ said our Lord. One may bea good citi- 
zen Without being a Christian, but no one, in the light of 
the above Scripture, can be the best type. of Christian 
who is not a true citizen. That means do all you can for 
your country and all you can for God. We are facing 
great issues for God and country. Let every one stand in 
his place, and victory for God and country will soon be 
written across the skies of the world. Mission is a world 


program. Hence the greatness and glory of the task.

CONSTITUTION. 

Article 1. The Association shall be called the Oxford 
Baptist Association, which shall meet annually. The ob- 
ject of this union shall be to cultivate fraternal inter- 
course and love between the churches composing this 
body and unite their efforts in the great work of advane- 
ing the Redeemer’s Kingdom. In the prosecution of these 
objects, the dissimination of the Gospel by missionary 
operations, both home and abroad, shall receive their en- 
couragement, fostering care and support. It shall be the 
aims of this Association to promote the cause of Sabbath 
schools, also the interest of general education, and more 
especially the education of the ministry. All Christian 
and charitable enterprises shall receive their encourage- 
ment among which the support of superannuated and 
wornout ministers will receive special attention. 

Article 2. Each church belonging to this Association 
shall be entitled to three representatives until the number 
of members reaches twenty-five and one deiegate for 
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every twenty five; provided, in no case shall any ehureh 
have more than eight delegates. 

Article 3. The delegated presented representing 
churches shall during the session present their letters of 
correspondence which must state their appointment, to 
gether with their number of members in fellowship, the 
number baptized, received by letter, restored, dismissed 
by letter, excluded and died during the year. 

Article 4. Any church of this Association failing to 
represent herself at one meeting will be expecte(l to state 
the reason thereof at the next meeting, and any church 
thus failing at two suecessive meetings, the Absociation 
may consider her dropped from her number, or may ap 
point a committee to inquire into such failure. 

Article 5. Other churches approving our Articles of 
Faith, and desiring to aet and live in fellowship with us, 
may be admitted into this body by signifying their appro 
val and desire by delegate and letter. 

Article 6. This Association shall have a Moderator, 
Treasurer and Clerk, who shall be chosen by fallot at each 
annual |meeting as soon as the letters froniithe churches 
are read and the delegates enrolled. A majority of the 
votes cast being necessary to an election. 

Article 7. Membership in this Association shall be 
essential to eligibility to any office within the body. 

Article 8. This Association shall have no power to 
adopt rules or institute proceedings that shall infringe 
upon the independence or rights of churches, but it may, 
when requested by a church in its letter or correspondence, 
and not otherwise, give advice in such body, and it may 
separate from such churehes as are known to walk dis, 
orderly, 

Article 9. This Association may correspond by letter 
or messenger with other representative bodies of the Bap- 
tist denomination 
_ Article 10. This Association shall at its annual meet- 
ings, appoint an Executive Board, composed of as many 
members as there are churches represented, with five addi- 
tional members living in the same vicinity, and five of 
whom shall constitute a quorum. Each church shall have 
the privilege of nominating its own member of the Board. 
Said Board shall elect its own officers and shall have 
power to transact the business of the Association when the 
Association is not in session and for this purpose meet as 
often as the Chairman may deem necessary. An annual 
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report of the proceedings of the Board shall be made to 
the Association. 

Article 11. The Constitution may be altered or 
amended at any regular meeting by a majority of two- 
thirds of the members present, provided the proposition 
to change be made at a previous meeting. 

’ ABSTRACT ARTICLES OF FAITH. 

Article 1. We believe in only one true and living God, 
and that there is a trinity in the God-head: the Father, 
son and Holy Ghost, and yet there are not three Gods, but 
one only. 

Article 2. We believe that the Scriptures of the Old 
and New Testament are the Word of God, and the only 
rule of faith and practice. 

Article 3. We believe in the fall of Adam, and the im- 
putation of his sin to posterity; ir the corruption of 
human nature and the incapacity of man to recover him- 
self by his own free will and ability. 

Arjicle 4. We believe in the doctrine of election, and 
that God chose His people in Christ before the foundation 
of the vgrld. 

Article 5. We believe in the everlasting love of God to 
His peoples that all those who are chosen in Christ will be 
‘ffectually called, regenerated, sanctified and supported by 
the grace and ‘power of God, so that they shall persevere in 
grace, and not-ene of them be finally lost. . 

Article 6. We believe that good works are the fruits 
of faith, and follow after justification; that they only 
justify us in the sight of men and angels, and are the 
evidences of our gracious state. 

Article 7. We believe that there will be a resurrection 
of the dead and a general judgment; and that the happi- 
ness of the righteous, and punishment of the wicked will 
be eternal. 

8. We believe that water baptism and the Lord’s Sup- 
per are ordinances of the Lord Jesus Christ, and are to be 
continued until his second coming; and that true believers 
are the only subjeets; and that baptism is immersion. 

Article 9. We believe that no Minister has a right to 
administer the ordinances of the Gospel, but such as. have 
been regularly baptized, ealled, and comes under the impo- 
sition of the hands of a Presbytery. 

RULES OF DECORUM. 

Article 1. This Association shall be opened and closed 

by prayer. “e 
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Article 2. The Moderator shall be considered juc ge of 
order, and shall have discretionary right to call order at 
any time. 

Article 3. Any member not satisfied at his decision 
may appeal to the Association the same day, but at no 
other. 

Article 4. The Moderator may have the same privilege 
of speech as any other member of the body ; provided he 
call some other brother to the chair; but shall not be per 
mitted to vote except in case of a tie. 

Article 5. Every motion made in order and seconded, 
after sufficient time for diseussion, shall be by the Modera 
tor put to a vote of the Association, a majority of whom 
shall govern, and the decision shall be publicly announced 
by the Moderator. 

Article 6. But one member shall speak at a time, who 
shall rise to his feet and address the Moderator; and the 
Moderator, when addressed by a member for permission 
to speak, shall signify the same by naming the person or 
otherwise. 

Article 7. Every member, in addressing the body, must 
confine his remarks to the subject under discussion, and 
no member shall be interrupted while speaking, unless he 
departs from the subject, or uses words of personal re- 
flection, 

Article 8. The appellation ‘‘Brother’’ shall be used in 
our addresses. 

Artiele 9. No member shall be allowed to speak more 
than twice on the same subject without leave of the Asso 
ciation, nor more than once until all have had an oppor- 
tunity of speaking. 

Article 10. No member shall be at liberty to absent 
himself during hours of business without leave from the 
Moderator. 

Article 11. It shall be the duty of the Clerk to keep a 
correct record of the proceedings of the Association and 
submit the same for correction of the Association at the 
close of each session, and to preserve a file of the proceed- 
ings-of the body. 

Article 12. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to 
receive all moneys received for Associational purposes and 
pay them over by order of the body. 

Article 13. In ease of a motion to suspend any rules of 
the Association a vote of two-thirds shall be necessary. 

Article 14. The roll of delegates shall be called at the 
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close of each session, and the absentees without permis- 
sion shall be designated upon the minutes as such, without 
leave from the Moderator.
